e Do not adjust the driver's seat 
while the vehicle is in motion. 
Doing so could cause loss of 
control, an accident, and per- 
sonal injury. 

e Do not allow packages or other 
objects to Interfere with the nor- 
mal position of a seat back. A 
seat back that is folded forward 
even slightly may not lock prop- 
erly during a sudden stop or a 
collision. 
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Seat Adjustment

CAUTION 

Place nothing under a seat. Loose 
objects might interfere with the seat- 
slide mechanism.

To change the seat-back angle. lean for- 
ward slightly and raise the lever. Then 
lean back or forward to the desired angle 
and release the lever. After adjustment, 
make sure the lever is returned to its origi- 
nal position; otherwise, the seat back 
could unlatch while the vehicle is in 
motion, causing the driver to lose control 
of the vehicle. 


WARNING! 

To reduce the risk of sliding under 
the lap belt and thereby suffering 
personal injury in the event of a 
collision, do not recline the seat 
back any more than necessary for 
comfort. The seat belts are 
designed to provide optimum pro- 
tection when the passenger and 
driver are Sitting well back and 


upright in their seat. During a colli- 
sion, especially a front-end colli- 
sion, the risk of personal injury 
may increase with the increasing 
recline angle of the seat back 
because the passenger and driver 
may slide under the lap belt and 
have restraint forces applied 
directly to their abdominal areas. 
Therefore, try to keep the seat 
back in a fairly upright position 
whenever possible.

HEAD RESTRAINTS 


e To remove the headrest, press the 
stop catch release and pull the head- 
rest straight up. 

e When installing the headrest, push it 
all the way down and make sure it is 
securely in place. 


WARNING! 

To reduce the risk of head and 
neck injuries, do not operate the 
vehicle with the head restraints 
removed. 
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REAR SEAT ACCESS (3 DOOR MODEL) 
Pull the seat back lever or depress the 
foot pedal. The passenger's seat will auto- 
matically slide forward and the seat back 
will fold. After your passengers are in or 
out, simply slide the seat rearward. Make 
sure that the seat is locked in place. 


CAUTION 

Passengers sitting in the rear seat 
must be careful not to accidentally 
press the pedal while vehicle is 
moving. 
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SEATS 


WARNING! 


If the seat back is not securely 
latched, passengers or objects 
could be thrown forward and 
injury could occur in the event 
of a sudden stop or collision. 
Luggage or other cargo should 
not be piled higher than the 
seat backs, as they may 
become dangerous projectiles 
in the event of a sudden stop or 
collision. 

To help prevent serious injury in 
the event of sudden accelera- 
tion, quick stops or collisions, 
passengers should not ride in 
the cargo area, nor sit or recline 
on the folded seat backs while 
the vehicle is in motion. 

Do not let children play around 
the folded seat back to avoid 
them being trapped inside the 
cargo area by accident. 


NOTE 
Check to make sure the seat back is 
securely locked. 
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Rear Seat 


FOLDING REAR SEAT 

The rear seat back easily folded forward 
and down to provide additional cargo 
space. 


Type A (Split rear seat back) 


Pull the knob to unlock the seat back 
and fold it forward and down. When 
you bring the seat back down, it locks. 
To raise, pull the knob to unlock the 
seat back, lift the seat back and push it 
firmly into place. 


Type B (Single piece seat back) 


Pull either knob and pull the seat back 
slightly forward to release the lock. 

Lift the other knob and fold the seat 
back forward. 

To raise, lift the seat back and push it 
firmly into place. 


DOUBLE FOLDING REAR SEAT 


To fold the seat down 

1. Slide the front seats to the maximum 
forward position. 

2. Pull the knob up to release the lock. 

3. With the knob pulled up, fold the seat 
back down. If there are seat belts, 
remove them from the seat. 

4. Lift the entire folded seat forward. 

5. Slide the front seats to the desired posi- 
tion 

To put the seat up again. 

When putting the seat up, pull the knob up 

again while you push the seat back back- 

wards until it latches into position. 


Seat Belt Restraint System 


To help decrease the possibility or severity 
of injury during accident and sudden 
stops, we recommend that the driver and 
your passengers be properly restrained at 
all times by using the seat belts provided. 
The lap/shoulder belts have retractors 
with inertia locks. The retractors keep the 
belts out of the way while passengers 
enter or exit the vehicle. Inertia locks allow 
the belts to remain slack on the passen- 
gers for comfort until a deceleration force 
occurs (such as a sudden stop or a colli- 
sion). At that time, the belts will automati- 
cally lock in position, and the passengers 
will not be thrown forward 


WARNING! 

e Lap/shoulder-belt assemblies 
may be damaged when subject- 
ed to stress. Replace all belts, 
retractors and hardware in use 
during any collision except a 
minor one. 


SEAT BELTS 


Replace all restraint systems 
and properly repair all anchor- 
age that were in areas dam- 
aged by a collision. 

e Persons who are not riding in a 
seat with a fastened seat belt 
are much more likely to suffer 
serious bodily injury during a 
collision. 


Restraint of Pregnant Women 


Pregnant women should wear lap shoul- 
der belt assemblies whenever possible 
according to specific recommendations by 
their doctors. The lap belt should be worn 
SNUGLY AND AS LOW AS POSSIBLE 
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SEAT BELTS 


Restraint of Infants and 


Children 


Small children and infants should be 
restrained by an approved child-restraint 
system. Never allow a child to stand or 
kneel on the seat of a moving vehicle, and 
never put the same seat belt around a 
child and yourself at the same time. Also, 
never hold a child on your lap or in your 
arms. Even a very strong person can not 
hold onto a child in the event of a serious 
accident. and the released child may be 
injured as it hits parts of the vehicle or be 
crushed by an unrestrained passenger. 

A child-restraint system can help protect 
small children and infants in a vehicle. 
Many companies manufacture safety 
seats for infants and small children. An 
acceptable child-restraint system should 
always satisfy national motor vehicle safe- 
ty standards.’ 

Moreover, it should be chosen to fit 
both the size of the child and the size 
of the vehicle. Be sure to follow any 
instructions provided by the manufac- 
turer when installing the child-restraint 
system. 
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CHILDREN 

A child who has outgrown the child- 
restraint system should use the belts pro- 
vided in the vehicle. If seated, the child 
should be belted at both the lap and the 
shoulder. If the child is so small that the 
shoulder belt binds the neck or face, place 
the child toward the edge of the seat clos- 
er to the centre of the vehicle. 


NOTE 

e All child-restraint systems are 
designed to be secured in vehicle 
seats by lap belts or the lap-belt por- 
tion of a lap/shoulder belt. 

¢ Children could be endangered in a 
crash if their child restraints are not 
properly secured in the vehicle. 


CAUTION 


Since a safety belt or child-restraint 
system can become very hot in a 
closed vehicle during warm 
weather, be sure and check the seat 
cover and buckles before using 
either on a child. 

When the child-restraint system is 
not in use, remove it or fasten it 
with a safety belt so that it will not 
be thrown forward in the event of a 
sudden siop or an accident. 


SEAT BELTS 


WARNING! 

¢ Never wear the shoulder belt 
under the arm. 

° Never swing it around your 
neck and over the inside shoul- 
der. 

° never use a single belt for more 
than one person at a time. 

¢ Be sure the lap portion of the 
belt is fitted snugly round the 
hips, not the waist. 

¢ Use the shoulder belt on the 
outside shoulder only. 

° Failure to follow these precau- 
tions could increase the chance 
and severity of injury. 


NOTE 

If the belt locks when being pulled out, 
rewind it completely in the retractor, then 
pull it out to the desired length. 
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FRONT SEAT BELT 

To fasten seat belt 

1. Grasp the buckle and tongue plate. 

2. Slowly pull out the lap/shoulder belt. 

3. Insert the tongue plate into the open 
end of the buckle until an audible click 
is heard. An audible click will be heard 
when the belt is securely locked. 
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Position the lap belt across your lap as 
LOW ON THE HIPS as possible to reduce 
the risk of sliding under it during an acci- 
dent. Adjust the belt to a SNUG FIT by 
pulling it. The belt retractor is designed to 
take up excess webbing automatically an 
to maintain tension on the belt. 
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SEAT BELTS 


Buckle release 
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To unfasten seat belt 
Depress the buckle release. 
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REAR SEAT BELTS (with retractor) 
Use in the same manner as "FRONT 
SEAT BELTS" 
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(without retractor) 

To Fasten Seat Belt . 

Position the lap belt across your lap as 
LOW ON THE HIPS as possible. 

If necessary, lengthen or shorten the lap 
belt. To adjust, hold the tongue at a right 
angle to the webbing and pull to lengthen, 
or pull the end of the belt webbing to 
shorten. 


To Unfasten Seat Belt 
To unfasten the belt, depress the buckle 
release button. 


Proper Use and Care of Seat- 
Belt System 


To gain maximum effectiveness from the 
seat-belt system, follow’ these 
suggestions: 

e Use the belts at all times -- even on 
short trips. 

e Never use the same belt for more than 
one person ata time. 

e Avoid wearing twisted belts. 

e Keep sharp edges and damaging 
objects away from the belts and other 
parts of the restraint system. 

e Periodically inspect belt webbing, 
anchors, buckles, and all other parts 
for signs of wear, damage, and weak- 
ness. Damaged belts should be 
replaced. 

e To clean the belt webbing, use any 
mild .soap solution recommended for 
cleaning upholstery or carpets; follow 
the instructions provided with the 
soap. Do not bleach or redye the web- 
bing because this may weaken it. 

e No modifications or additions should 
be made by the user. 

e After wearing a seat belt, make sure it 
is not caught on the adjusting levers or 
elsewhere. 


WARNING! 

All seat-belt assemblies, including 
retractors and attaching harness, 
should be inspected after any colli- 
sion. We recommended that all 
seat belt assemblies in use during 
a collision be replaced unless the 
collision was minor and the seat 
belts show no damage and contin- 
ue to operate properly. Seat-belt 
assemblies not in use during a col- 
lision should also be inspected 
and replaced if damage or improp- 
er operation is noted.

Do not release the bonnet latch 
unless _ the Ignition is first turned 
off, the gear selector lever is 
placed in (FIRST), and the park- 
ing brake is set fully. 


° [fit is necessary to check beneath 


the bonnet with engine running, 
place the gear selector lever in 
NEUTRAL and set the parking 
brake fully. Unexpected and pos- 
sibly sudden vehicle movement 
may occur if these precautions 
are not taken. 

° To avoid the possibility of person- 
al injury, you should always turn 
off the ignition and remove the 
key before working under the’ 
bonnet unless the particular pro- 
cedure specifically requires other 
wise. If the procedure requires 
you to run the engine while work- 
ing under the bonnet, do not per- 
mit any clothing, such as neckties 
or handkerchiefs, near the 
engine or radiator fan. They can 
become entangled in moving 
parts and result In personal injury 
and damage to the vehicle. Also 
remove watches, bracelets and 
rings. 
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FUEL-FILLER CAP 


Fuel-Filler Cap Release 


Type A

To open the fuel filler lid, insert the key 
and turn it clockwise.

To remove the cap, turn it counter

To install the cap, turn it clockwise until 
it clicks. This signals that the cap is 
securely tightened. 


WARNING 

Fuel may be under pressure. 
Always remove the fuel cap 
carefully and slowly. If the cap 
is venting fuel or if a hissing 
sound is heard, wait until the 
condition stops before remov- 
ing the cap. if these precautions 
are not followed, fuel may spray 
out and cause personal injury. 


Fuel vapour can be extremely 
hazardous. When refuelling, 
always stop the engine and 
never allow sparks or open 
flames near the filler neck. 


NOTE 


If the fuel tank cap requires replace- 
ment, use only a genuine Kia cap or 
the equivalent specified for your vehi- 
cle. An incorrect fuel cap can result in 
a serious malfunction of the fuel sys- 
tem or emission control system. 
Correct replacement caps are avail- 
able at authorized Kia Dealers. 

If the fuel filler lid will not open in cold 
weather because the area around it is 
frozen, push or lightly tap the lid. 


CAUTION 

Do not spill fuel on the exterior sur- 
faces of the vehicle. Any type of 
fuel if spilled on painted surfaces 
may dull or soften the paint. 


Horn Control 


Horn symbol 
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Push either button marked with the horn 
symbol to sound the horn. Check the horn 
regularly for proper operation. 


MIRRORS 


Outside Rearview Mirror 


Be sure to adjust mirror angles before 
driving. 


WARNING! 

Because the outside rearview mir- 
ror on the passenger's side is con- 
vex, objects seen in the mirror 
appear to be farther away than 
they actually are. 

The mirror should be used careful- 
ly to estimate distances of follow- 
ing vehicles when changing lanes. 
Use your inside rearview mirror to 


- determine the size and distance of 


objects seen in the convex mirror. 


CAUTION 

Do not scrape ice off the mirror face; 
this may damage the surface of the 
glass. If ice should restrict movement 
of the mirror, do not force the mirror to 
adjust it. To remove any ice, use a 
deicer (spray or blower, for example), 
sponge, or soft cloth. 
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REMOTE CONTROLLED OUTSIDE 
REARVIEW MIRROR 
To adjust the mirror, move the control 
lever as shown in the figure. 
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MIRRORS, INTERIOR LAMP 


Day-Night Rearview Mirror 


Adjust the mirror to center on the view. 
Make this adjustment while the day/night 
lever is in the day position. 

Pull the day/night lever toward you to 
reduce glare from the headlights of vehi- 
cle behind you during night driving. 


NOTE 
Remember that you lose some rearview 
clarity in the night position. 
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WARNING ! 

Do not put large objects on the flat 
area behind the rear seat, as they 
may obscure vision and could 
become dangerous projectiles In 
the event of a sudden stop or colli- 
sion. 


Interior lamps 
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The interior lamp switch has three posi- 
tions. 

1. OFF -- light off 

2. DOOR-- light-on when door is open 

3. ON--Lights on

The cover must be securely 
engaged to the rear seat back to 
ensure that the cover does not 
become detached in an 
accident, possibly causing 
Injury. 


When the hatchback is opened, the lug- 
gage compartment cover can be lifted up 
by the cords for easy access to the lug- 
gage area. 

For additional luggage space, the cover 
can be removed. 


To remove the cover: 

1. Unfasten the cords from the 
hatchback. 

2. As shown in the illustration, pull and 
remove the cover. 
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FUEL REQUIREMENTS, EMISSION CONTROL SYSTEM 


Fuel Requirements 


Use only unleaded fuel. 


Warning! 

Lead will be deposited on the oxy- 
gen sensor and the catalyst con- 
verter of the emission control sys- 
tem. This will result in malfunction 
of the system, which will cause low 
performance. Therefore , under no 
circumstances use leaded fuel in 
your Kia. If you suspect your 
engine is not functioning properly, 
contact your nearest Kia Dealer 
immediately. 
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Engine Exhaust Gas 
Precautions 


(Carbon Monoxide) 

Engine exhaust gases contain carbon 

monoxide. Though colourless and odour- 

less, it is dangerous, even lethal, if 
inhaled. 

e Carbon monoxide can be present with 
other exhaust fumes. Therefore, if you 
smell exhaust fumes of any kind inside 
your vehicle, have it inspected and 
repaired immediately by an authorized 
Kia Dealer. Do not drive with exhaust 
fumes present, but if you must, do so 
only with all windows fully open. 

e Do not operate the engine in confined 
or closed areas (such as garages) any 
more than necessary to move the 
vehicle to and from the area. 

e Never sit in a parked or stopped vehi- 
cle for any extended time with the 
engine running. 


Operating Precautions for 
Catalytic Converter 


Your vehicle is equipped with a catalytic 
converter emission control device. 
Therefore, the following precautions must 
be observed: 


e Use only UNLEADED FUEL. 

e Do not park the vehicle over or near 
flammable objects, such as dry grass. 
Under certain conditions, they could 
be ignited by a hot exhaust system. 

e Do not operate the vehicle when there 
are signs of engine malfunction, such 
as misfire or other noticeable loss of 
performance. 

e Do not misuse or abuse the engine. 
Examples of misuse are coasting with 
the ignition off and descending down 
steep gradients in gear with the igni- 
tion off. 

e Do not operate the engine at high idle 
speed for extended periods (5 minutes 
or more). 

e Do not modify or tamper with any part 
of the engine or emission control sys- 
tem. All inspections and adjustments 
must be made by a qualified techni- 
cian. 

e Do not attempt to push start vehicle. 


Failure to observe the above precautions 
could result in damage to the catalytic 
converter and to your vehicle. 


EMISSION CONTROL SYSTEM, BEFORE DRIVING 


Before Driving 


BEFORE ENTERING VEHICLE 

e Be sure that all windows, outside 
mirror(s), and outside lights are clean. 

e Check the condition of the tyres. 

e Check under the vehicle for any sign 
of leaks. 

e Be sure no one and no obstacle is at 
the rear of the vehicle if you intend to 
reverse. 


Necessary Inspections 

Fluid levels, such as engine oil, engine 
coolant, brake fluid, clutch fluid, and 
washer fluid, should be checked daily, 
weekly, or whenever you refuel, depend- 
ing on the fluid. Further details are provid- 
ed in Maintenance Section 6. 


BEFORE STARTING 

e Close and lock all doors. 

e Position the seat so that all controls 
are easily reached. 

e Adjust the inside and outside rearview 

mirrors. 

Fasten seat belts of occupied seats. 

Be sure that all lights work. 

Check all gauges. 

Check the operation of warning lamps 

when the ignition switch is turned to 

the ON position. 

e Release the parking brake and make 
sure the brake warning lamp goes out. 


For safe operation, be sure you are famil- 
iar with your vehicle and its equipment. 


RUNNING-IN, ECONOMICAL OPERATION 


Running-in 


No special running in period is needed. 
But by following a few simple precautions 
for the first 600 miles (1,000 km), you may 
add to the performance, economy and life 
of your vehicle. 


e Donot race the engine. 

e Do not maintain a single speed for 
long, either fast or slow. 

e Avoid hard stops, except in emergen- 
cies, to allow the brakes to seat prop- 
erly. 

e Avoid full-throttle starts. 
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Calculating Fuel Consumpti- 
on 


The fuel economy calculating is an esti- 
mate. It tells you approximately the dis- 
tance you can drive for each gallon(litre) 
of fuel that your vehicle uses. Do not cal- 
culate the fuel consumption during your 
vehicles running-in period. This would not 
be an accurate estimate of how much fuel 
your vehicle will normally use. 


To calculate the fuel consumption: 

e Make sure the fuel tank is full before 
you record the first mileage reading. 

e Then, every time you buy fuel, fill the 
tank completely and write down the 
number of miles (kilometers) that you 
have driven and the number of gallons 
(litres) of fuel that you buy. 


(Keep a record for at least a month. This 
will give you a more accurate estimate 
than calculating the mileage based on 
only one or two readings). 


Divide the total number of miles that 
you have driven by the total number of 
gallons that your vehicle has used. In 
metric, multiply the number of litres 
used by 100 and divide the answer by 
the number of kilometers traveled. 
This will give you the number of litres 
used per 100 km. 


Suggestions for Economical 
Operation 


Your vehicles fuel economy is mainly 
dependent on your style of driving: How 
you drive, where you drive, and when you 
drive. These have an effect on how many 
miles (kilometers) you can get from a gal- 
lon(litre) of fuel, To operate your vehicle 
as economically as possible, -use the fol- 
lowing driving suggestions to help save 
money in both fuel and repairs: 


e Avoid lengthy warm up idling. Once 
the engine is running smoothly, begin 
driving but gently. Remember, though, 
that on cold winter days, warm up may 
take a little longer. 

e You can save fuel by avoiding fast 
starts. 

e Keep the engine in tune and follow the 
recommended periodic maintenance 
schedule. This will increase the life of 
all parts and lower operating costs. 

e Slow down when driving on rough 
roads. 

e For longer tyre life and better fuel 
economy, always keep the tyres inflat- 
ed to the recommended pressure. 


SPECIAL DRIVING CONDITIONS 


e Maintain a safe distance from other. 
vehicles to avoid sudden stops. This. 
will reduce wear on brake pads and 
save fuel because extra fuel is 
required to accelerate back to driving 
speed. 

e Do not carry unnecessary weight in 
the vehicle. 

e Do not rest your foot on the brake 
pedal while driving. This can cause 
needless wear, possible damage to 
the brakes and poor fuel economy. 

e Improper wheel alignment causes the 
tyres to roll at excessive angles, which 
results in faster tyre wear. It takes 
more power to overcome this improper 
align ment, which wastes fuel. 


Keeping a vehicle in good operating con- 
dition is important both for economy.and 
safety. Therefore, have an authorized Kia 
Dealer perform scheduled inspections and 
maintenance. 


CAUTION 

Never turn off the engine to coast 
down hills. The power brake will not 
function without the engine running. 
Instead, change down to an appropri- 
ate gear for engine braking effect. 


SPECIAL DRIVING CONDITIONS 


Hazardous Driving 


When hazardous driving is encountered 

because of water, snow, ice, mud, sand, 

or similar hazard, follow these suggestions. 

e Drive cautiously and allow extra dis- 
tance for braking. 

e Avoid sudden movements in braking 
or steering. 

e When braking, depress the brake 
pedal with a light up-and-down motion 
until the vehicle is stopped. 

e If stalled in snow, mud, or sand, use 2 
(Second) gear and accelerate slowly. 
1 (First) gear may be used, if neces- 
sary. Accelerate slowly to avoid spin- 
ning the front wheels. 

e Use sand, rotk salt, tyre chains, or 
other nonslip material under the front 
wheels to provide traction when stalled 
in ice, Snow or mud. 


WARNING! 

On slippery surfaces, do not 
change down to (First). 

This may cause skidding. 


Rocking the Vehicle 


If it is necessary to rock the vehicle to free 
it from snow, sand or mud, move the 
gearshift lever from First to Reverse gear 
in a repeat pattern while depressing the 
accelerator gently. 

Do not race the engine. If you are still 
stuck-after a minute or two of rocking, 
have the vehicle pulled out to avoid over- 
heating and possible damage to the 
transaxle. 


CAUTION 

Prolonged rocking may cause engine 
overheating, transaxle damage or fail- 
ure,and tyre damage. 


WARNING! 

Do not over speed the engine and/or 
spin the wheel in excess of an indi- 
cated 56 km/h (35 mph). Spinning 
wheels at speeds above 56 km/h (35 
mph) while the vehicle is stationary 
could cause a tyre to disintegrate 
with explosive force, which could 
result in injury to a bystander or 
vehicle occupant. 


Winter Driving 


e Depending on where you are driving, 
we recommended you carry emergen- 
cy equipment. Some things you might 
include are tyre chains, a window 
scraper, bag of sand or salt, a small 
shovel, and jumper cables. 

e Make sure you have sufficient 
ethyleneglycol antifreeze coolant in the 
radiator. 


‘°e Check the battery condition and 


cables. Cold temperatures reduce the 
capacity of any battery, so it must be in 
top shape to provide enough winter 
starting power. 

e Make sure the engine oil viscosity is 
suitable for cold weather. 

e Check the ignition system for loose 
connections and damage. 

e Use antifreeze-formulated washer 
fluid. (Do not use engine coolant/anti- 
freeze.) 

e Do not use the parking brake when it 
might freeze. when parking, shift to 1 
(First) or R (Reverse) and block the 
front wheels. 


SNOW TYRES 

When snow tyres are used, select the 
size and construction specified on the 
tyre pressure chart label. It is strongly 
recommended that snow tyres be used 
on all four wheels, or poor handling 
may result. Snow tyres should not be 
operated at speeds exceeding 120 km/h 
(75 mph). These tyres should be inflated 
0.3kg f/cm (4psi, 28kpa) above the recom- 
mended pressures shown on the tyre 
pressure chart, but inflation should never 
exceed the maximum cold-tyre pressure 
shown on tyre side walls. 


WARNING! 

Snow tyres should be equivalent in 
size and type to the vehicles stan- 
dard tyres. Otherwise, the safety 
and handling of your vehicle may 
be adversely affected. 


NOTE 

Do not install studded tyres without first 
checking local regulations for possible 
restrictions. 


SPECIAL DRIVING CONDITIONS 


TYRE CHAINS 

Tyre Chain Selection 

Regulations regarding the use of tyre 
chains vary according to location or type 
of road, so always check them before 
installing chains. 


Chain Installation 

When installing chains on your tyres, 
carefully follow the instructions of the 
chain manufacturer. 

The chain bands will scratch the wheel 
covers. Remove the covers before 
installing the chains. 

Install the proper size chains on the front 
tyres as tightly as possible. (no slack) with 
ends securely restrained. If any contact of 
the chains against the vehicle is heard, 
stop and retighten the chains. Retighten 
the chains after driving 0.5~1.0 km.(0. 
25~0.5 mile). 


CAUTION 

e The use of chains may adversely 
affect vehicle handling. 

e Do not exceed 50 km/h (30 mph) or 
the chain manufacturer's recom- 
mended speed limits, whichever is 
lower. 

e Drive carefully and avoid bumps, 
holes, and sharp turns, which may 
cause the vehicle to bounce. 

e Avoid sharp turns or locked-wheel 
braking. 
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SPECIAL DRIVING CONDITIONS 


Driving in Flooded Areas 


Avoid driving through flooded areas 
unless you are sure the water is no higher 
than the bottom of the wheel rims. Drive 
through any water slowly. Allow adequate 
stopping distance because wet brakes do 
not grip well. Dry the brakes by gently 
applying several times while the vehicle is 
moving slowly.

Power Brakes 


You vehicle has power brakes. They 
adjust automatically through normal 
usage. In the event that power assistance 
is lost because of a stalled engine or- 
some other reason, you can still stop your 
vehicle by applying greater force to the 
brake pedal than you normally would with 
the power assistance., The stopping dis- 
tance, however, will be longer. 

When the engine is not running, the 
reserve brake power is partially depleted 
each time the brake pedal is applied. Do 
not pump the brake pedal when the power 
assistance has been interrupted, except 
when necessary to maintain steering con- 
trol on slippery surfaces. 


Service Brake 


If the service brakes should fail to operate 
while the vehicle is in motion, you can 
make an emergency stop with the parking 
brake. The stopping distance, however, 
will be much greater than normal. 


WARNING! 

e Do not drive with your foot rest- 
ing on the brake pedal. This 
will create abnormally high 
brake temperatures, excessive 
brake pad wear, and increased 
stopping distances. 

e When descending a long or 
steep hill, shift to a lower gear 
and avoid continuous applica- 
tion of the brakes. Continuous 
brake application will cause the 
brakes to overheat, resulting in 
a temporary loss of braking per- 
formance. 

e Driving through water deep 
enough to wet the brakes may 
adversely affect brake perfor- 
mance. The vehicle may not 
slow down at the usual rate 
and may pull to one side when 
the brakes are applied. 


Applying the brake lightly will indi- 
cate whether they have been 
affected in this way. To dry brakes, 
apply them lightly while maintain- 
ing a safe forward speed until 
brake performance returns to nor- 
mal.

Signals from an FM transmitter move in 
straight lines and become weak in valleys 
between tall buildings, mountains, and 
other obstacles.

In suburban areas, broadcast signal 
become weak because of distance from 
the transmitter.

If the tape.is loose it may produce poor 
sound or performance during 
playback. Use a pencil or other thin 
instrument to remove any slack. 

Only cassette tapes that play no 
longer than 90 minutes should be 
used. Tapes exceeding 90 minutes are 
thin and may easily break. 

Do not leave a tape cassette in the 
tape player slot when not in use. 
Remove it completely to permit the slot 
door to close and to protect the mech- 
anism from dust. 


e Store cassette away from extreme 
heat, magnetic fields, and direct sun- 
light. Protect the exposed tape from 
dirt and damage. Store tapes in their 
original cases or other protective 
cases. 


Cleaning the tape player 

Over time, the tape head, capstans, and 
pinch rollers gather oxide residue from the 
tape as it passes these components while 
playing. This oxide accumulation can 
cause weak or wavering sound and dam- 
age to the cassette tape and player. Use a 
good quality head-cleaning tape or a liq- 
uid cleaner cassette. 


Cassette tape player protection 

To prevent possible damage to the player 

if a damaged or excessively tight tape is 
inserted, the cassette will be ejected. If 
the cassette cannot be ejected the unit 
will go to the pause mode. 

If operation of the unit is not normal, con- 
tact an authorized Kia Dealer.Never 
attempt to repair the unit or insert a 
screwdriver, or other tool of any kind to 
remove a stuck cassette.

The hazard warning flasher serves as a 
warning to other drivers to exercise 
extreme caution when approaching, over- 
taking, or passing your vehicle.

Overheating 


If your temperature gauge indicates over- 
heating, if you experience a loss of 
power, or if you hear a loud knocking or 
pinging noise, the engine has probably 
overheated. You should follow this proce- 
dure. 


1. Drive safely to the side of the road and 
stop your vehicle; shift to neutral and 
apply the parking brake. 

Make sure the air conditioner is off. 

3. If coolant or steam is boiling out of 
the radiator, stop the engine. Then 
turn the ignition switch to the ON posi- 
tion, but do not start the engine. The 
radiator cooling fan will automatically 
operate with the ignition switch in the 
"ON" position. If the cooling fan does 
not operate call an Authorized Kia 
Dealer for assistance. If coolant is not 
boiling out, allow the engine to idle and 
open the bonnet to permit the engine 
to cool gradually. 

If the temperature does not go down 
with the engine idling, stop the engine 
and allow sufficient time for it to cool.

4. The coolant level should then be 
checked. If the reservoir is low, look 
for leaks at the radiator hoses and 
connections, heater hoses and con- 
nections, radiator, and water pump. If 
you find a major leak or another prob- 
lem that may have caused the engine 
to overheat, do not run the engine until 
these problems have been corrected. 
Call an Authorized Kia Dealer for 
assistance. If you do not find a leak or 
other problem carefully add coolant to 
the reservoir (page 6-13). 


WARNING! 

Do not remove the radiator cap 
when the engine and radiator are 
hot. Scalding hot coolant and 
steam may blow out under pres- 
sure. This could cause serious 
injury. 


CAUTION 
lf the engine frequently overheats, 
have the cooling system checked and 
repaired. 


OVERHEATING, EMERGENCY STARTING 


Jump-Starting 
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Jump-starting can be dangerous if done 
incorrectly. Therefore, to avoid harm to 
yourself. or damage to your vehicle or bat- 
tery, follow jump-starting procedures. If in 
doubt, we strongly recommend that you 
have a competent mechanic or a road ser- 
vice business do any jump-starting of your 
vehicle. 


CAUTION 

Use only a 12- volt jumper system. You 
can damage a 12- volt ignition system, 
and other electrical parts beyond repair 
by the use of a 24-volt power supply 
(two 12-volt batteries in series or a 24- 
volt motor generator set).

e« Keep all flames away from the 
battery, and avoid-creating any 
sparks near the battery.

If towing is necessary, we recommend 
having it done by an Authorized Kia 
Dealer or a commercial tow-truck service. 
Proper lifting and towing procedures are 
necessary to prevent damage to the vehi- 
cle.

Do-it-yourself Service 


Precautions 

When performing any inspection or main- 
tenance work on your vehicle, always 
exercise care to reduce the risk of person- 
al injury or damage of the vehicle. 

Here are some general precautions that 
should be closely observed in carrying out 
any service operation. 


e Do not work on the engine while it is 

hot. Always turn it off and allow it to 
cool. 
If you must work with the engine run- 
ning, make sure that no article.of cloth- 
ing, including ties and handkerchiefs, 
can become entangled by any moving 
parts. Remove watches, bracelet, 
rings, necklaces, and similar items. 
Keep hands, clothing, hair, and tools 
away from moving fans and drive 
belts. 

e Never get under the vehicle while it is 
supported by a jack. If it is necessary 
to work under the vehicle, use safety 
stands. 

e Keep smoking materials, flames, and 
sparks away from the battery and all 
fuel and fuel-related parts. 
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e Never connect or disconnect either the 
battery or any transistorized compo- 
nent while the ignition switch is ON. 

e When connecting the battery cables, 
pay special attention to their polarities. 
never connect a positive cable to a 
negative terminal or a negative cable 
to a positive terminal. 

e Remember that the battery, ignition 
cables and vehicle wiring carry high 
currents or voltage. Be careful not to 
cause a short circuit. 

e When performing any checks in an 
enclosed space with the engine run- 
ning such as in a garage, be sure there 
is proper ventilation. 


You should be aware that improper or 
incomplete service may result in operation 
problems. This section gives instruction 
only for those items that are easy for a 
owner to perform. As explained in 
Scheduled Maintenance, several items 
must be done by a qualified service tech- 
nician with special tools. Improper perfor- 
mance of owner maintenance during the 
warranty period may affect the warranty 
coverage. Read the separate Kia 
Warranty statement for details. 


If in doubt about any service operation, 
have it done by an authorized Kia Dealer. 


WARNING! 

e Do not release the bonnet latch 
unless the ignition switch Is first 
turned off, the shift lever is 
placed in 1(First) and the park- 
ing brake is firmly set. 

e If It necessary to check beneath 
the bonnet with the engine run- 
ning, place the shift lever in 
NEUTRAL and the parking brake 
firmly. Unexpected and possibly 
sudden vehicle movement may 
occur if these precautions are 
not taken. 

e To avoid the possibility of per- 
sonal Injury , you should always 
turn off the ignition switch and 
remove the key before working

If It requires running the engine 
while working under the bonnet, 
do not permit any clothing such 
as neckties or handkerchiefs , 
near the engine cooling fan.

BATTERY RECHARGING

calcium based battery. 


When using a normal type battery 
charger (constant current or semicon- 
stant voltage charger) recharge the 
battery for 12 hours with electric cur- 
rent equal to 1/10 of the battery capac- 
ity. 

When using a rapid-type battery 
charger, recharge in the same way as 
a regular battery. Carefully read 
instructions provided in the battery 
charger manual, and make sure you 
do not overcharge the battery. 


CAUTION 

When recharging the battery according 
to the procedures described above, 
observe the following precautions. 


The battery must be removed from 

the vehicle and put in an airy place. 

Do not bring anything like a lighted 

cigarettes, sparks, or flame near the 

battery.

Do not release air 
from warm tyres to adjust the 
pressure. 


e Under inflation results in excessive 

wear, poor handling, reduced fuel 
economy, and the possibility of 
blowout of overheated tyres. Also, low 
tyre pressure can cause poor sealing 
of the tyre bead. If the tyre pressure is 
excessively low, wheel deformation 
and/or tyre separation are possible.

TYRE ROTATION 

To equalize tread wear, it is recommended 
that the tyres be rotated every 5,000 Km 
(3,100 miles), or sooner if irregular wear 
develops. During rotation, check the tyres 
for correct balance. When rotating tyres, 
check for uneven wear and damage. 
Abnormal wear is usually caused by incor- 
rect tyre pressure, improper wheel align- 
ment, out of balance wheels, or severe 
braking. After rotation, be sure to bring 
the front and rear tyre pressures to speci- 
fication and check lug nut tightness.

Out of balance 
tyres can cause annoying vibration and 
uneven tyre wear, such as cupping and 
flat spots.

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CAUTION BEFORE CHECKING LUBRICANTS 

Always be sure to clean the area around any filler plug, drain plug, or dipstick before 
checking or draining any lubricant. This is especially important in dusty/sandy areas or 
when the vehicle is used on unpaved roads. Cleaning the plug and dipstick areas will 
prevent dirt and grit from entering the engine or other mechanism that could be dam- 
aged. 


Engine oil viscosity (thickness) has an 
effect on fuel economy and cold weather 
operation (starting and oil flow). Lower vis- 
cosity engine oils can provide better fuel 
economy and cold-weather performance; 
however, higher-temperature weather 
conditions require higher-viscosity engine 
oils for satisfactory lubrication.

WASHING 

To help protect your vehicle's finish from 
rust and deterioration, wash it thoroughly 
and frequently at least once a month with 
lukewarm or cold water, paying special 
attention to the removal of any accumula- 
tion of salt, dirt, mud, and other foreign 
material from the underside of the 
fenders. Make sure the drain holes in the 
lower edges of the doors and rocker pan- 
els are kept clear and clean. insects, tar, 
tree sap, bird droppings industrial fallout, 
and similar deposits can damage your 
vehicle's finish if not removed immediate- 
ly. Even prompt washing with plain water 
may not completely remove all these 
deposits. A mild vehicle wash soap safe 
for use on painted surfaces, can be used. 


CAUTION 

Do not use strong soap, chemical 
detergents, or hot water, and do not 
wash the vehicle in direct sunlight or 
when the body of the vehicle is warm. 


After soaping, rinse the vehicle thoroughly 
with lukewarm or cold water. Do not allow 
the soap to dry on the finish. 


WAXING 

Wax the vehicle when water will no longer 
bead on the paint. 

Always wash and dry the vehicle before 
waxing. 

Use a good quality liquid or paste wax and 
follow the manufacturer's instructions.Wax 
all the metal trim to maintain its luster. 


NOTE 

Removing oil, tar, and similar materials 
with a spot remover will usually strip the 
wax from the finish. Be sure to rewax 
these areas even if the rest of the vehicle 
does not yet need waxing. 


WARNING! 

After washing the vehicle, test the 
brakes while driving slowly to see 
if they have been affected by water.

Wiping dust or dirt off the body with 
a dry cloth will scratch the finish 

Do not use steel wool, abrasive 
cleaners, strong detergents con- 
taining highly alkaline or caustic 
agents on chrome-plated or 
anodized aluminum parts.

Corrosive materials used for ice and snow 
removal and dust control may collect on 
the underbody. If these materials are not 
removed, accelerated rusting can occur 
on underbody parts, such as fuel lines, 
frame floor pan, and exhaust system, 
even though they have been provided 
with rust protection. Thoroughly flush the 
underbody and wheel housing of your 
vehicle with lukewarm or cold water once 
a month and at the end of each winter. 
Pay special attention to these areas 
because it is difficult to see all the mud 
and dirt. It will do more harm than good to 
wet down the road grime without remov- 
ing it. The lower edges of doors, rocker 
panels and frame members have a drain 
hole that should not be allowed to clog 
with dirt; trapped water in these areas can 
cause rusting. 


WARNING! 

After washing the vehicle, test the 
brakes while driving slowly to see 
if they have been affected by water.

The Aluminum wheels(if fitted) are coated 
with a clear protective finish. 


NOTE 

e Do not use any abrasive:cleaner, pol- 
ishing compound, solvent, or wire 
brushes on aluminum wheels. These 
may scratch or damage the finish. 

e Use only a mild soap or neutral deter- 
gent, and rinse thoroughly with water. 
Also, be sure to clean aluminum 
wheels after driving on salted roads. 
This helps prevent corrosion. 

e Avoid washing the wheels with the 
high-speed car wash brushes. 


Interior General Precaution 


Prevent caustic solutions such as perfume 
and cosmetic oil from contacting the dash 
board because they may cause damage 
or discoloration. If they do contact the 
dashboard, wipe them off immediately. 


Upholstery and Interior Trim 
Cleaning 


VINYL 

Remove dust and loose dirt from vinyl 
with a hand brush or vacuum cleaner. 
Clean vinyl surfaces with a leather and 
vinyl cleaner. 

LEATHER 

Genuine leather is not uniform and may 
have scars, scratches, and wrinkles. 
Clean the surface with a leather and vinyl 
cleaner or with a mild soap solution. Wipe 
it clean with a damp soft cloth and dry and 
buff the surfaces with a dry soft cloth. 
FABRIC 

Remove dust and loose dirt from fabric 
with a hand brush or vacuum cleaner. 
Clean with a mild soap solution recom- 
mended for upholstery or carpets. 
Remove fresh spots immediately with a 
fabric spot cleaner. 

This fabric can be stained and its color 
can be affected. Also, its fire resistant 
properties can be reduced if the material 
is not properly taken care of. 


CAUTION 

Using other than recommended clean- 
ers and procedures may affect the fab- 
rics appearance and fire-resistant 
properties.
